Leproſie to the Day of his Death, and Dethron'd him 
from his Kingly Office, and ſeparated him from Com- 
munion with his Church or People. CO 

Therefore, the Lord Jeſus, (who only wichout Blaſ- 
phemy, can bear that Title of Arch-Biſhop, or 
Chief Biſhop of our Souls ; who is the only Lord Spiri- 
tual, and Overſeer of his Churches, walking in the 
midſt of his Golden Candlefticks) would not meddle

Secing then that theſe are the Two States ordain'd of * 


God, and that they may not be mixt together without 
the breach of Gods Order ; How cometh it to paſs,that. 
there is a Third State in the Nations never Ordain'd of 
God, nor found to be approv'd of God by his Word,
